NOTICE OF PROPOSED BILL IN 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA 

Notice is hereby given to all 
parties concerned that during the 
present session of the Legislature 
of Alabama, a bill will be intro- 
duced to be adopted by the Legis- 
lature as a Local Act for Colfee 
County, said Act to be in the fol- 
lowing words: 

AN ACT to provide for the reg- 
istration and recording in the two 
Probate Divisions of Cotfee Coun- 
ty of all deeds, mortgages and oth- 
er documents, certificates of judg- 
ments, lis pendens notices and oth- 
er writings, authorized. or requir- 
cd by jaw to be filed or recorded 
in the Office of a Judge of Pro- 
bate in that County. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by 
the Legislature of Alabama, that 
from and after the adoption of 
this act all deeds, mortgages, and 
other conveyances of real or per- 
sonal property, certificates of judg- 
ments, lis pendens notices, and all 
papers, documents and other writ- 
ings authorized, allowed or requir- 
ed by law to be filed for record in 
a Probate Office in Coffee County, 
are hereby authorized and requir- 
ed to be filed and recorded in the 
Probate Office situated in that 
Probate division of Coffee County. 
as fixed by the Act of the Legis- 
lature of Alabama, approved Feb- 
ruary 16, 1907, which establishes 
a Probate Office at Enterprise and 
at Elba in said county, in which the 
real property so conveyed or mort-

WASHINGTON, BD. 
16..—A proup of Southern Demo- 
erats led by Senator Black of A)- 
abama and George of Georgia to- 
day won their fight to have the 
repaid portion of the 1980 south- 
eastern flood relief fund reappor- 
tioned and made immediately 
available for loans to farmers of 
Alabama, Georgia, Florida and the 
Carolinas, 

An amendment providing for the 
re-loan of these flood relief funds 
was tacked on the department of 
agriculture appropriation bill by 
the senate after Senators Black 
and George declared in speeches | 
that many farmers in Alabama and | 
Georgia would find it diffieult to | 
plant this year’s crops, unless the 
loan measure was re-enacted. Sen- 
ator Smith of South Carolina en 
tered the discussion to declare 
that many farmers in his state also | 
were in distress at this time, their 
troubles dating back, he said, to 
the severe flood of last spring. | 

Republican leaders of the house| 
objected to the senate amendment 
and the hiyse ealled for a confer- 
ence with the senate on the Black 
George proposal, After a spirited 
session, the house conferees finally 
yielded and agreed to a loan fund 
of $2,000,000 for the five South- 
ern States. This settlement came 
after Senator Black had served 
notice for the Democrats that this 
flood relief loan measure was a 
part of the Democratic relief pro- 
gram, and warned tbat the re- 
maining supply bills would en- 
counter hard sledding in the sen- 
ate unless this provision for South- 
ern farmers was made. 

Ratification of the conference 
report by both houses is a practi- 
eal certainty. The measure then 
will go to the White House for 
President Hoover’s signature, and 
the outlook is that the loan fund 
will be available within a week. 


Incidentally, this loan measure, 
when approved at the White 
House, will complete the senate 


Democratic emergency relief pro- 
gram for the present session of 
congress. 

Senator Black, although express- 
ing disappointment that a larger 


cured, voiced the belief that the 


measure which he and Senator 
George put through the senate 


and foreed the house Republican 
leaders to accept would help very 
materially to relieve the diffieul- 
ties of farmers in the flood area 
of Alabama.

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County Health Department 
Active In Hookworm Control 


Since the establishment of a 
County Health Unit in Coffee 
County, the eradication and con- 
| trol of hookworm disease has been 
recognized one of our major 
problems, 

The unit has offered free labor- 
autory examination and free treat- 
ment for all who are found posi- 
tive for hookworms. During the 
last fifleen months, prior to Feb- 
ruary 1, 1981, 8,879 specimens 
were collected and sent to the 
State laboratory for examination, 
2,165 were found positive for 
hookworms and 2,077 individual 
treatments were given, 

To eradicate and control hook- 
worm disease, we must not only 
treat the individual ease, who 
serves as a carrier, but must build 
and maintain a sanitary system of 
disposal of human exereta to pre- 
vent the pollution of the soil and, 
thereby, the spread of this disease 
as well as all others spread in this 
manner, such as typhoid fever, dy- 
sentary, ete. 

The Health Department asks 
you, as an individual, to do your 
part in eradication and control of 
this disease and all other soil pol- 
lution diseases, and will be glad 
to assist you in planning the kind 
of sanitation that will best meet 
your needs.

Redistricting the state into nine 
congressional districts to conform 
to the congressional reapportion- 
ment act also needs only the gov- 
ernor’s signature to become a law. 
The senate, with some discussion 
from Senator Darden opposing it, 
adopted the committee substitute 
for the Morrow bill passed by the 
house, 28 to 4, and on final pas- 
sage the measure passed 17 to 4, 
with four senators not voting. 

House concurrence in the senate 
substitute was readily obtained 
and reported to the senate before 
recess was taken, 

The double primary bill as 
amended places the primary on the 
first Tuesday in May instead of 
the second Tuesday, making five 
weeks between the first and see- 
ond primaries. It was explained 
that this amendment. had been 
made to give printers sufficient 
time to print ballots for the sec- 
ond primary. 

It also was amended to exempt 
certain county offices in Jefferson 
County from its provisions. 

The redistricting bill as finally 
passed throws Congressman L. L, 
Patterson, now representing the 
fifth district, and Miles B. Allgood 
of the seventh into the new fifth 
and leaves the other eight congress- 
men without a conflict.
